Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-1 3 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

There is no prior art teaching that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention to use a hydroxystyrene/3-hydroxy-1-adamantyl (meth)acrylate 
copolymer having the weight average molecular weight in the range of the instant 
application in the chemical amplification type positive resist composition of Uetani et al. 
(WO 2001/73512) and Uetani et al. (WO 2000/46640).
